“fise from nature up to natiire'a God.” .Wo 
contemplate the Creator in his works; and 
wherever we turn our admiring eyes, we sec his 
wisdom and his goodness inscribed in living 
characters; and even the humblest flower 
which we crush beneath our feel, testifies to 
the benevolence of the Being by whom it was 
formed. 

Children of affliction, let your pallid cheek 
and wasting strength remind you of the neccs.si. 
ty of repairing the waste places of yoiirdilup- 
idated systems by means of air .and exercise— 
much is to be gained hy a proper a'tcntion to 
these invaluable remedies; every thing as it re¬ 
gards health, may be lost by a neglect of them. 
Secure, if practicable, those portions of health 
which are breathed from the rubby lips of the 
morning. And you who arc rejoicing amid.st 
the roses of lienltli, come, add to the brilliancy 
and dural,ility of tlieir bloom, hr bathing them 
in the dews of the morning, and fanning them 
with the c.arly breeze.s. A little exertion will 
enable you to cast oft'the fetters of Morpheus, 
and to leave the downy pillow: and so rich will 
be the ple.ssiire, and so abundant the benefits 
which will flow from this pure fountain, that you 
will feel almost disposed to chide that spirit of 
procrastination which has prevented me from in- 
viting ymi at an earlier season, to participate in 
my enjoyments.

franklin’s expedition. 

Narrative of the Expedition to the s lorcs 

of the Polar Sea, in the years 1825-6, and 

7. By John Franklin, R. N, F. R.S. Sic. 

Including an Account of the Progress of 
I a Detachment to the Eastward. By Ur. 

Richardson, ficc, &c. 4to. pp. 477'. London, 

1828. 

Having in several numbers of the Literary 
Gazette, (particularly in No. 547) gone over 
the grouiul traversed by Captain Franklin, we 
may be absolved from the task of minutely ful- 
lowing him again in that course. We will nirre- 
1 ly recal to memory, that in June 1825, the Ex- 
pedilioB set out from the Methyr River, (lat. 
56° 10', long. 108°35' W. which iaalmo.stat Uic 
head of (he waters that flow from the north into 
llmison's Bay,) crossed the long portage, and 
thence for the Mackenzie River, iIcBcended it to 
the sea, and returned to the Great Bear Lake in 
the first week of September, where the winter- 
quarters were csRiblialied. In June, 1826, the 
Mackenzie River was once more navlgateil to 
Ibe sea; and anildsc various adventures, willi 
thick, foggy and dismal weather, the coast was 
explored to the westward, in the liopc of meet¬ 
ing Captain Beechy; which hope being battled 
the Expedition returned. To this Ur. Richard¬ 
son’s journey formed an episode. He took the 
eastern channel of the Mackenzie, and having 
also reached the sea, proceeded in an easternly 
direction along the shore to the Copper .Mine 
River, which he ascended, till obliged to aban¬ 
don the boats and stores. He then crossed over 
land, the Copper Mountains, and happily rejoin¬ 
ed Cajttain Frankfin and his companions. A 


second winter was spent at Bear Lake; and in 
June, 1827, our countrymen commenced, their 
homeward routs. During the whole time it 
should be noticeil, Mr. Drummond and the as¬ 
sistant botanist diligently pursued their inqui¬ 
ries in several quarters, and made great additions 
to the natural history of the country; adding not 
rare but new ipeciea of quadrupeds, birds and 
plants, to our preceding stock in this important 
branch of scientific desiderata. Tlie collection 
amounts to about 1500 plants, 150 birds, 50 
quadrupeds, and a considerable number of in¬ 
sects. 

With (his broad outline of the transactions, 
we shall revert to such parts of the Narrative as j 
may best serve to gratify the curiosity of onr 
readeii: and we find no extract to begin wKh 
more suitable than the description of the strug¬ 
gle with the Esquimaux near the mouth of the 
Mackenzie, on the second descent, in July, 
I89«; 

“While the crews were stowing the boats, 
(ssyvCaptain Franklin,) i.•b(aine(l an observa¬ 
tion for latitude 6S° 53' N., ami having walked 
towards the mouth of the river, discovered on 
an island, which formed the east side of the bay 
into which the river opened, a crowd of tents, 
with ni.iny Esquimaux strolling amongst them. 

I instantly hastened to the boats, to make prep¬ 
arations for opening a communication with tlidm, 
:igrt-eahly .to my instructions. .K selection of 
.irtlcles for presents and trade being made, the 
rest ofthe lading was closely covered up; tile 
arms were inspeeted, and every man was direct¬ 
ed to keep his gun ready for immediate use. I 
had previously informed I.ientcnant Back of my 
intention of opening the communication with the 
Estpiimaiix by lanriing amongst them, accompn- 
nieil only by Augnstus; and I now instructed 
Inin to keep the boats sfloa^atvl the crews with 
thrir arms ready to support us in Hie event of 
the natives proving hostile, but on no account, 
to fire until he was convinced that onr a: feiy 
could he secured in no other way. Having re¬ 
ceived an impression from the narratives of dif¬ 
ferent navigators, that the sacrifice of life which 
had occurred in their interview with gavages, 
bad been generally occasionetl by the crews 
mistaking noise and violent gestures for decided 
hostility, I thought it necessary to explain my 
sentiments on this point to all the men, and pe¬ 
remptorily forbade thciqfiring till I set Hie exam- 
pie, or till they were onlercd to do so hy l.icii- 
tenant Rack. They were also forbidden to 
trade with the natives on any pretence, and 
were ordcreil to leave everything of that kind 
to the nfflerra. On quitting the channel of the 
river, we entered into the bay, udiich was about 
six miles wide, with an unbounded prospect In 
seaward, and steered towards the tents, under 
asy sail, with the ensigns flying. The water 
became shallow as we drew towards the island, 
and the boats touched the grotind when about a 
mile from the beech; we shouted and made signs 
for the Esquimaux to come o(T, and then pulled 
a short wav back to await their irriv.al in tiee))cr 
water. Three canoes inslaittly put ofTfrom the 
shore, and before they could 'reach us others 
were launched in such quick succession, that 
tlie whole space helweeii the island and Hie 
ho.ats waa covi-rcil a ith them.—The Esquimaux 
canoes contain only one person, aii.l are named 
knipneks; hut they have a kind of open boat 
capable of holding six or eight people, which 
is nametl nomink. I he men alone use the 
kaiyacks, and Hu- ooini iks ara allotted to Hie 
women and children. We endeavored to count 
their ntlmbers as they approached, and had 
proceeded as far as seveiity-Hiice ranoes and 
five oomiaks, when the sea became so crowded 
by fresh arrivals, that we could advance ^no far¬ 
ther in onr reckoning The three first canoes 
were paddleil hy elderly men, who most proba¬ 
bly had been selected to open the commuiilca- 
tion. They advanced towards ns with much 
caution, halting when just witliin speaking dis¬ 
tance, until they had been assured of ourfriend- 
ship, and repeatedly invited by Augustus to ap 
proacli and receive the presents I ofiTereA to 
them. Augnstus next explained to Hiom in de¬ 
tail, the purport of our visit, and told them that 
if we succeeded in finding a navigable channel 
for large ships, a trade highly beneficial to them 
would he opened. They were delighted with 
this intelligence and rcpeitedit to their country¬ 
men, who testified their joy by tossing their 
hands a'oft, and rai.siiig the most deafening 
shout of apiihinse I ever heard. After the first 
present, I resolved to hestow no more gratuit¬ 
ously, but always to exact soinetliiiig, however 
imail, in relnrn; the three elderly men readily 
offered the oriiumentsthey wore on their cheeks, 
their arms, and knives, in exchange for the ar¬ 
ticles I gave lliem. Up to tins tunc, the first 
three were the only kaiyacks that had ventured 
near the boats, but the natives around us had 
now increased to two hundred and fifty or three 
hundred persons and they all became anxious to 
share in the lucrative trade which they saw es- 
Uihlished, and pressed eagerly upon ns, ofl'eriiig 
for sale their bows, arrows, and spears, which 
they had hitherto kept concealed within tlieir 
canoes. I endeavored in vain, amidst the clam¬ 
or and bustle of trade, to obtain some informa¬ 
tion respecting tlie coast; but Hiiding the na¬ 
tives heeomitig more and more importunate and 
troublesome, I determined to leave them, ami 
Itiercfore directed the hoata’ head to he put to 
seaward. Notwithstanding the forwardness of 
the Esquimaux, which we attrihiitcd solely to 
the desire of a rude people to obtain the novel 
articles they saw in onr possession, they had 
hitherto shown no inifrieiidly disposition; and 
when wc told them of our intention of going to 
aea, they expressed nn desire to detain ns, hut on 
the contlary, when the Lion grouiuled in the 
act of turning, they asssisted us in the kindest 
manner by dragging her round. This manoeu¬ 
vre was not of iiuicli advantage to us, for, from 
the rapid ebbing of the tide, both boats lay 
aground; anil the Esquimaux told us, through 
the medium of Augustus, tliat the whole bay 
was alike flat, which we afterwards found to be 
correct. An accident happened at this time, 
wdiich WHS productive of uiiforesern and very an- 
noying consequences. A kaiyack being over¬ 
set by one of the Lion's onri, ita owner was 
jilungcd ill the water with his head in the i:iuJ, 
aiul apparently in clanger of being drowned.— 
Wo instantly extricated him from his unpleasant 
situation, and took him into the boat until the 
water could be thrown out of his kaiyack; and 
AiigiistiiB seeing him shivering with cold, wrap- 
ycd him up in his own great coat. At first he 
w'as exceedingly aii^ry, but soon became rccon- 
ciciled to his situation, and looking about, dis¬ 
covered that we had many bales and other arti¬ 
cles in the boat, whicti iTad been ctnr^cnlcd fwm 


the people in tbe kaiyacks by tbe coreritgs be¬ 
ing carfrilly spread over all. 

He soon began to ask for every thing he law, 
and expressed much displeasure on bur refusing 
to comply with his demands; he also, as we sf- 
lerwards learned, excited the cupidity df other* 
by his account of the inexhaustible riches in the 
Lion: and several of the younger aien endeav¬ 
oured to get into our boats, but we resisted all 
their attempts. Though we bad not hitherto 
observed any of them stealing, yet they showed 
so much desire to obtain my flag, that I bad It 
furled and put out of sight, as well as every thing ^ 
else that I thought could prove a temptation to| 
them. They continued, however, to press us 
so closely, and made so many efforts to get into 
' the .hosts that I accepted the offer of two chiefs 
who said if they were allowed to come in, they 
would keep tbe others out. For a time they 
kept.their word, and the crews took advantage 
ofthe respite thus afforded to endeavor to force 
the boats towards the river into ieeper water.— 
The Reliance floated, but tbe Lion was immove¬ 
able; and Lieutenant Back dropped astern, and 
again made his boat fast to the Lion by a rope.— 
At this time one of the Lion'a crew perceived 
the m.m whose ka'; ac had been upset, had n 
pistol under his shirt, and was about to take it 
from him, but 1 ordered him to desist, as I 
thought it might have ben purchased from the 
T.ouclieiix. It had been, in fact, stolen from 
Lieutenant Back; and the thief percieving nur 
attention directed to it, leaped out of the boat 
and joined his countrymen, carrying with him 
the gp-eat coat which Augustus had lent him. 
The water had now ebbed so far, that it was not 
knee deep at the boats; and the young men 
wading in crowds around us. tried to steal every 
thing within their reach; slyly, however, ond 
with so much dexterity, ss almost to escope de¬ 
tection. Tke moment this disposition -vas man¬ 
ifested, 1 directed the crews not to let any one 
come along side, and desired kugustus to tell 
the fvo chiefs, who still remained seated lit the 
l.ion, that the noise and confusion occasioned by 
the crowd arou tithe boats greatly impeded our 
exertions; snd that, if they would go on shore 
and leave us for the present, we would hcreaf- 
ter return fom the ship, which we expected to 
meet near this part of the cotist, with a more a- 
biindant supply of goods. They rcceivetl this 
communication with much apparent satisfaction, 
and jumping out ofthe hosts repeated the speech 
aloud to their companions. From the general 
rxclamation of‘Icymu' which followed, and from 
perceiv ng many cldcriv men retire to a distance, 

I conceived they acquiesced in the propriety of 
the suggestion, and that they were going away; 
but I was much deceived They only retired to 
concert a plan of attack, snd returned in a short 
time, shouting some words which Augustus 
could lint make out. Wesoon, however, discov¬ 
ered their pul-port, by two of llirec chiefs who 
were on board the Reliance jumping out, niul, 
with the others who hurried to their asslsl.ance, 
dragging her towards the sooth shore of the riv¬ 
er. T.ieutenanC Back desired the chief who re¬ 
mained with him to tell them to de.aisl; l.iit he 
replied hy pointing to the beach, anil repenting 
Hie word tei/mn, trymn, with a good iinHired 
smile: He said, however, something to those 
who were seated In the canoes, that were along 
side, on which they threw their long knives and 
.UTOH S into the honi, taking care in so doing 
that the handles and feathered ends were turned 
towards the crew as an iiulic.ation of pacific in¬ 
tentions. As soon as 1 perceived the Reliance in 
moving under the eirorts of the natives, I di¬ 
rected the Lion’s crew to endeavour to follow 
her; but our boat remained fast until the Esqui¬ 
maux lent their aid, and dragged her after the 
Reliance. Two of Hie most powerful men 
jumping on board at the aame time, seized me 
by the wrists, and forced me to sit between 
them; and as I shook them loose tw o ne three I 
tunas, a third Esquimoox took his station in front 
to catch my arm wheiicver I attempted to lift 
mv gun or the broad <Iagger which hung hv my 
side. The whole w ay to the shore they kc|rt re- j 
pe;,tlng the word tri/ma. healing genllv on my 
left breast svith their hands, and pressing m.iie I 
against their hreasls. | 

As we nearetl the lieach, two nnmiaks, j 
fllli d with women, arrived; and the Icynins 
arnl voe.iferatlnns were redniihlcd. The Bel- 
ance was first hroiighl to the shore, and the Li¬ 
nn close In her a few seconds afterwards. The 
three men who held me, now leaped aslii're, 
and those who remained in their canoes taking 
them out of Hie water rarried them In a lillle 
dislanre. A numernuH parly then drawing their 
knives, and stripping themselves to Hm waist, 
run to the Reliance, and having first haiileil her 
lip as far as they eoul I, r.ommVnced a regular 
pillage, handing the ar'.cles to ill* women, who, 
ranged in a rnw b. 'ond, quickly conveyed 
them out of sight. Lieut. Hack and his crew, 
sireminusly hut good humouredly, resisted the 
atlack.and rescued many things from their grasp, 
hut 'hey were overpowered with numhera, and 
had even some difficulty in preserving their 
arms. One fellow had th« audacity to anatch 
VIvier's knife from his breast, and to cut the 
buttons off his coat, whilst three stout Esqui¬ 
maux surrounded Lieut. Back with uplifted 
daggers, ami were inceasant iit their demands 
for whatever attracted their altentinn, especial- 
ly fortheanchnr buttons which he wore on his 
wraistcoat. In this Juncture a young chief com¬ 
ing to his aid, drove the ass.ailants away. In their 
retreat, they carried off a Writing desk and 
cloak, which the chief rescued, and then seat¬ 
ing liimself on Lieut. Hack’s knee, he endeav- 
ored to persuade his countrymen to desist, bv 
vociferating teymn. tcyma, and was, indeed, ve¬ 
ry active in saving whatever hr cniild from 
their depredations. The Lion had hitherto been 
beset by smaller numbers, and her crew firmly 
keeping their seats on the rover spreiiil over 
the c.argu, by besting the natives ofl' with Iho 
butt ends of their muskets, had been able to 
prevent any articles of importance from being 
carried away. Hut us soon as I perceived 
that the work of plunder was going on so rap- ^ 
idly in the Reliance, I went with Augustus In 
assist in repressing the tuaiulti and our hold and 
active little interpreter rushed among the crowd 
on shore, and harangued them on their treache¬ 
rous conduct until be was actually hoarse, lii 
a short lime, however, I was summoned back hy 
Duncan, who called out to me, that the Esqui¬ 
maux had now commenced in earnest to plnn- 
j der the l.ion; and on my return I found the sides 
of the bunt lined with men as thick as they 
could stand, braiullshing their knives in the 
most furious manner, and attempting to seize 
everything that was moveable; whilst another 
party was ranging on the nutalde ready to hear 
awSy the stolen good?. The Lion’s crew still 


kept their seats; but if wm jmpowlble:'ibr (iff 
small number to keep off sneb a formidabi* 
determined body, several articles were oatried 
off. Our principid object was to prevent 
of the arms, or masts, of an^ tbiof bn'whi^'we'^ 
continuance of the voyage or tAirpepbnid MM-'' 
ty depended. Hsny attempta were 'nUd« ta 
purloin the box eontiinihg tqe'astfonomldal 'ih-t 
strumenti, and Duncan, Mter thrice reaiSblnrlt - 
from their hands, made it last to hiil 1^ iflu a 
cord, determined that they should.dn^'htiti a- 
way also if they took it. In tbe whole of thb 
(ineqiiat contetti the self possearibn^oa'i'ni^ 
was not more conspicuous thah the coldiMifle 
witb which the Esquimaux receiv^ Uie tteatv 
blows dealt to tliem with the baft* qf the mufi 
kets. But alOtougli irritated at beiiw' *6' afUcji 
foiled in their attenfpt^several-or^Ksnt 
ed onboard,, otid fofeibw' eodeauered' tiF taiv 
the daggers and shot heigk that waTflAbaat fW;< 
men’s person*; and I myself engaged wMl' 
three of them who were trying toiStann y- 
—Liaut. Back perceiving our •nuation, aad ral¬ 
ly appreciaring my motives in not coming toeg- 
tremities bad the kindness to send to mty anflfl^ 
ance the young chief who'hsd protected hSiBi 
and wtio, on his arrival, drove my antagofiista 
out of Hie host. I then saw that my crew wean 
nearly overpowered in the fore part of the t>oa4 
and hastening to their aid, I fortunately arrived 
in lime to prevent George Wilson mim, die- 
cliarging the contents of hii musket into the bo¬ 
dy nf an Esquimaux. lie had received a provo¬ 
cation nf which I was ignorant until the negt 
day, for tlie fellow had struck him with a kl^t 
and cut through his coat and waistcoat; and it 
was only after the affray was over, that] learned 
tlut Gustaviis Aird, the bowman of the LiOO, 
and three of the Reliance’s crew had Uso nair 
ruwly escaped being wounded, their elothes be¬ 
ing cut hy the blows made at them with (b«b 
knives. No sooner was the bow olesred ofonet 
set of marauders, than another party commenc¬ 
ed their operations st the stern. gun was 
now the object of the struggle, which was be¬ 
ginning to assume a more serious complexion, 
when the whole ofthe Esquimaux suddenly fled, 
and hid themselves behind the drift timber and 
csiiocs on the beach. It appears that by (be ex¬ 
ertions of the crew, tbe Reliance was again a- 
float, and Lieut. Hack wbely judging this wax 
the proper time for more active interference, di¬ 
rected his men to level their muskets, which 
had produced that sudden panic- The Lion hap¬ 
pily floated soon after, and both were retiring 
from the beach, when the Esquimaux, having 
recovered from their consternation, put them 
kaiyacks in the water, and were preparing <0 
follow 119, hut ( desired Augustus to say I would 
shoot the first mun who came within range of our 
muskets, wliich prevented them. It was noxr 
about 8 o’clock in the evening, and we had be en 
engaged in this liarassing contcat for aeveral 
iiours; yet the only things of importance which 
they had carried off were the mess canteens and 
kettles, a tent, a bale containing blankets and 
abnes, oae of the men’s bags, and the gib-saiU. 
The other articles they took could well De spar¬ 
ed, and they would, in fact, have! been distrib¬ 
uted among them, had they remained quiet.— 
The place to which the hosts were dragged is 
designated hy the name of I’illage PomL I 
cannot snfficeinlly praise the fortitude and o- 
hedlcnce of botli the boats’crews in abstaining 
from the use of their arms. In the first instance, 

I h-td been influenced by the desire of preventing 
unnecessary hlood-sbeil; and afterwards, when 
the critiol situation of my party might have well 
warranted me in employing more decided means 
for tlieir defence, t still endeavored to tempo¬ 
rize, being convinced, that long as the boats lay 
aground, and we were beset by such numbers, 
armed with long knives, bows, arrows, and 
siiears, we could not use fire-arms to advantage- 
The howling of the women, and tlie obnnout 
of tlic men, proved the high excitement to which 
they had wrought themselves; and I am still of 
oiitnioo that, mingled as wo were with them, 
the first blood we had shed would have been iil- 
s'-aritlv revenged by the sacrifice of all our lives. 
The preceding narrative shows, that at bad a* the 
general conduct of the Esquimaux was, we have 
some active friends amongst them; and I was 
partlcnlarly anxious of cultivating a good under¬ 
standing with them, for we were as yet igno¬ 
rant of the state of the ice at sea, and did not 
know how long we should have to remain in 
their neighborhood. I was determined, how¬ 
ever, now tn keep them at bay, and to convince I 
them, if they made any furthes attempts to an¬ 
noy u», our forbesraRce had proceeded from 
good-will, and not from the want of power to 
punish them. We had not gone a quarter of a 
mile above Plllag- Point before the boats again 
took the ground, at the distance of one hundred 
and fifty yards from the shore; and having aicer- 
tained, by the men wading every direction, that 
there was no deeper water, we made the boats 
fast side by side, and remained in (hat situation 
five hours. Shortly after the boats had been se¬ 
cured, seven or eight of the natives walked *- 
long the beach, and carrying on a conversation 
with Augustus, invited him to a conference on 
shore, i was at first very unwilling to permit him 
to go; but the brave little fellow entreated so 
earnestly that I would suffer him to land and 
reprove the Esquimaux for their conduct, that 
I at length conaented, and the more readily, on 
seeing that the young chief who had acted in so 
friendly a manner, was amongst the number on 
the beach.

On his return, he told us that its purport 
Was as follows:—"Your conduct,’ said hr, ‘has 
been very b:>d, and unlike that of all other Es¬ 
quimaux. Some of you even stole from me, 
your coiintriman, but that I did not mind; I only 
regret that you should have treated, in this vio¬ 
lent manner, the white people, who came solely 
to do you kindness. My tribe were in (he saiM 
unhappy state in which you now are before the 
white people came to Churchill: but at pr^ent 
they arc lupplied witb every thing they need, 
and you see that 1 sm well clothed; I get all that 
I want, and am very comfortable. 'You cannot 
expect, that after ilic transactions of this day, 
that these people will ever bring goods to your 
country again, unless you shew your contrition 
by returning them the stolen goods. The white 
people love the Esunimaux and wish to shew 
them the aame kindness which they bestow up¬ 
on the Indians. Da not deceive yourselves, and 
suppose that they are afraid of vou; I tell you 
they are not, snd that it is entirety owing to 
their humanity that many of you were not killed 
to-day; for '.hey have all guns, with which theF*

A committee 
was also nominated to communicate ivith 
the different Societies in the United King 
dom, and to prepare suitable laws for the 
new society, as consistent r.s possible with 
the original rales of the Rev. John Wesley, 
to he finally submitted to the whole society. 

The number of seceders in Leeds alone, 
amounts to 2,000.

wished me to appe;ir for him, addressed the 
note lo me of which a ropy ia herewith 
transmitted. I accordingly ugain appeared 
for him, with Col. .Allen; and wlven the 
Grand Jury returned the hill of indictment 
not true, a scene was presenli-il in the Court 
Room which 1 had never before witnessed 
in Kentucky. 'I'herc vvert shouts of .ap¬ 
plause from an ourlienre, r.nl one of whom, 1 
am persuaded, would have heslt.atud to level 
a rifle against Col. Burr, if lie believed that 
he aimed to ilismemher the Union, or 
sought to violate i'.s iH-ace, or overturn its 
Constitution. 

It is not true that the professional servic¬ 
es of either Col. Allen or myself were vol- 
unteeied, although they were grntnitious.— 
Neither of ns was artjuainted with any il- 
leg;il designs whatever of Col Burr. Both 
of ns were fully convinced nf his innocence. 
•A better or braver m.in, or a more ardent 
.and sincere patriot than Col John Allen, 
never lived. The disastroiis field ef Raisin, 
on which he fell, attests his devotion to his 
country. 

The affidavit of a Mr. John Downing has 
been procured and puhlislied to prove that 
1 advised him to enlist with Col. Burr, and 
that I told him 1 was going with him -my¬ 
self. There is not one word of truth in it, 
so far as relates to me. The ridiculous tale 
will b: credited by no one who knows both 
of us. The certificate of some highly res¬ 
pectable men lias been procured as lo his 
character. This affidavit bears date on the 
third, and the certificate, on a detached pa¬ 
per, on the fourth instant. I have an doubt 
that It was obtained on false pretences, and 
with an entire concealment ofils object: I 
was at the period of the last prosecution, 
preparing to attend the Senate of the United 
States, at the seal of Government many 
hundred miles in an opposite direction from 
that in which it afterwards appeared Col. 
Burr was bound. So far from my having 
sent any message to Mr. Downing, when 1 
was last in J^exington, 1 did not then even 
dream that the malignity ol party spirit 
could fabricate such a charge as lias been 
since put fortfi ag.iinst me It is not true 
that I was at tire ball given to Col. Burr in 
Frankfort. 1 was m the time in Lexington. 
Itis not true that he ever partook of llie 
liospitallty of my house. It was at that 
time a matter of regret with me, that ray 
professional engagements, and those con¬ 
nected with my dciiarturc for Washington, 
did not allow me tu extend to him the hos¬ 
pitality with which it was always niy wish 
to treat strangers. He never was in niy 
house, according to my recollection, but 
once, and that was the nigh^before 1 start¬ 
ed to this city, when, being myself a stran¬ 
ger in this place, he delivered me some let¬ 
ters of introduction, which I never preseflts

ELECTION INPHILADELPHIA.l 

1 he Democratic Press gives a long ac¬ 
count of the "uproarous" conduct of the 
Jacksonites on the night after the election. 
"About half past eleven,” says the editor, 
“I wns awakened by loud shouts and out¬ 
cries; by the pulling of my front doorbell; 
by the rapper being most violently beat a- 
gaipst the door, by a sort of Indian war 
whoop; by kicking and thumping at the 
ti’ont door; and other most alaroaiog- atni 
threatening.noises.” He was Immediately 
surrounded by his family, who were very 
much frightened. Medicines were required 
for Mrs. Binns, and at the time the editor 
was writing she was in the care of others, 
dozing and starting. The editor on looking 
out the window saw the street “crowded 
with men and boys as far as the eye could 
reach. Imprecations and execrations, 
threats, and shouts ol “ huzza for Jackson 
and Hemphill," seemed to pour from every 
throat.” The editor concluds his narative 
thus— 

“Since the above was in typ*. I learn that 
1 am much indebted to many active friends 
—respectable Jackson men, as well as 
friends of the Administration—for the re¬ 
moval, without further violence, of the mob 
which last night attempted to break into my 
house. I learn also, that the house of Mr. 
Sergeant, and thatol the Mayor of the City, 
were groaned and moaned.at by the crowds 
of JacksDii men. Whether any attempt 
was made to do them personal injury, or to 
destroy any of their property, 1 havc.not 
heard. I am sorry to add, that my neigli- 
hors windows were broken. It is hardly 
necessary to say that, last year, when Mr. 
Sergeant was elected, there was none of 
this violence. Such is the difference be¬ 
tween the parties.” 

The United States Gazette give the fol¬ 
lowing further description of the riotous 
conduct of the Jacksonites on this occasion. 
Every person of reflection will make his own 
comment on these proceedings—they re¬ 
quire none from us; 

“Wc learn, with mortification for the 
disgrace wbir.li must accrue to our city, 
that a large number of persons assembled 
! '‘'tc at night, in front of the dwelling of Mr. 

1 John Sergeant, and after using most unbe¬ 
coming and indecent language, with refc' 
ercncc to that gentleman and even to his 
lady, a proposition was made to - proceed to 
violence. A gentleman who was on a visit 
to the family, hinted to the ringleaders of 
the party, that any other attacks than by 
words, would be met witli suitable resist¬ 
ance. This had the desired effect, and the 
assemblage separated or withdrew. These 
violences, and others connected with the 
night, are much to 'je deplored—not more 
witli reference to tlie disquiet which they 
cause to neighborhoods and faiiiilieii, and 
the discredit which they bring upon the 
community than in their ulterior operations 
upon the general credit of our institutions. 
In all decided elections, one party mustcii- 
dui-e defeat, and the other obtain victoryf 
but if such expressions of feeling are to be 
indulged by the victors, or a part of them, 
at every triumph in a country where elec¬ 
tions occur so irequcnily as with us, our ci¬ 
ties will scarcely have tima between con¬ 
tests to recover from Xlie consequentes df 
immoderate and disgraceful exultations. 
We do not intend our remarks to apply be¬ 
yond the ])eraoD8 of those engaged directly 
or indirectly in the disordcia which we no¬ 
tice. We of course, cannot hold a whole 
class of pnliticions accountable for, or parti¬ 
cipants in.lihe improprieties of a small part 
of Its members.”
